Arrhur  Fiedler  is  wirhour  doubr  Dosron's  besr  known  ond  besr  loved  drizen.  His  unique 
personolify,  his  wornnrh,  his  style,  ond  his  individuol  opprooch  to  music  hove  mode  him  os 
fomilior  os  Symphony  Holl  itself.  More  thon  the  locol  boy  who  mode  good,  he  hos 
put  on  indelible  mork  not  only  on  the  musicol  history  of  this  city,  but  olso  on  the  musicol 

taste  of  millions  throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  1 7,  1 894,  Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  o rich  family  background  of 
Europeon  musical  culture.  Hisfother,  Austrian-born  Emonuel  Fiedler,  was  o first 
violinist  with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  o gifted  omoteur  musicion  who  gave 

young  Arthur  his  first  piono  lessons. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  o pupil  or  the  Prince  Grommor  School  and  the  Boston  Lotin  School  until 
hisfother  retired  ofter  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston  Symphony  ond  the  family 
returned  to  their  norive  Austria.  In  Vienna  and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the 
publishing  business  before  entering  the  Royal  Acodemy  in  Berlin  os  o student  of 

violin,  piono  ond  conducting. 

At  the  outbreok  of  world  wor  one  Arrhur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston,  ond  in  1915,  or 
the  oge  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  os  o violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ombition 
to  conduct  led  him  to  form,  nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonierto,  o chomber 
orchestra  composed  of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  some  time  he  continued  os  o 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  ploying  the  violin,  viola,  piono,  celesta,  organ 
ond  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1 929,  after  long  planning  ond  finonciol  struggle, 

Mr.  Fiedler  lounched  the  first  of  the  free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  eosr  bonk 
of  the  Chorles  River.  In  1 930  Mr.  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  concerts,  ond  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  mode  more 
recordings  thon  any  other  in  the  world.  The  totol  soles  of  albums,  singles,  ropes  and 
cossettes  ore  today  nor  for  from  50  million. 

In  December  1 969  Mr.  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthdoy  by  conducting  o Golo 
Concert  in  Symphony  Holl  with  the  Boston  Symphony.  Governor  Sorgent  odded  to 
the  occosion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler  Day'  throughout  the  Commonweolth.  Not 
only  in  Mossochuserts,  but  throughout  the  length  and  breodth  of  the  globe, 

Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops  spread  pleosure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universol 

language  of  music. 


THE  CHORUS 

THE  TANGLEWOOD  FESTIVAL  CHORUS,  sponsored  under  thejoint  ouspices  of  the 
Berkshire  Music  Center  ond  Boston  University,  was  formed  in  1 970.  John  Oliver,  who  is 
director  of  chorol  ond  vocal  oaivities  for  Tonglewood,  o member  of  the  faculty  of 
MIT,  ond  direaor  of  the  MIT  Choral  Society,  has  been  director  of  the  Festival  Chorus  since  its 
foundation.  Members  of  the  chorus,  who  come  from  the  Greater  Boston  area  ond 
from  oil  walks  of  life,  reheorse  throughout  the  year.  They  mode  their  debut  in  1 970  ot 
Symphony  Holl  in  o performance  of  Beethoven's  Ninth  symphony,  conducted  by 
Leonard  Bernstein,  and  hove  since  token  port  in  performances  directed  by  William 
Steinberg,  Seiji  Ozowo,  Colin  Davis,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  Michoel  Tilson  Thomas.
